to any perſon o: perſons wHhatlorver of the Popiſh Keligion in 
this Bingdom, to ride to th, carry, buy, oꝛ Keep in his oz their 
houſe o2 houſes, o2 clſe where any luch Arms. 

And Tie do hereby require all and every ſuch perſon and Per- 
ſons of the Popiſh Deligion, to whom any ſich Lycences have 
been granted, that within twenty dapes after the date of 
this Pꝛotclamation, upon pain of his Ma ſeſt ies High biſpleaſure , 
they do bing oz cauſe to be brought all ſach Arms fox which 
they have any ſuch Zycences into one of his Majeſties Stores of 
Ozdnance and Punition in this Kingdom, oz deliver the ſame 
to ſuch Perſons in the ſeveral Counties of this Kingdoin, as are 
by Us Authozized to receive the lame, and at the lame time do 
p2oduce their ſaid Licences oz true Coppies of them. And foz 
the better Conveniency ot ſuch of His Mafeſties [ttbjecrs who are 
hereby required to bꝛing in their laid Arms, the ſeveral perſons under- 
named, oꝛ any of them are appointed dy Us, in the ſeveral Counties ofthis 
D ingdom, to receive ſuch Arms, as in purſuance oi this Pzotlamation, 
ſhall be bzought in oꝛ delivered to them, who as well at the Clerks of his 
Ma jeſties ſeveral Stoꝛes of Oꝛdnante, and munition, are to give acknow- 
ledgements under their hands ofſuch Arms as ſhall be bzonught to them,

within this Kingdom, to tozbear the keeping oe ioncealing. anp ſuch 
Arms as do, oꝛ ſhall belong to any ſuch perſons of the Popiſh Keligion, 
and to deliver the ſame up to the perſons hereby appointed to Receive 
the ſame, as they will an{wer the contrary at their Perils, 

And whereas Ile are infoꝛzmed, that diners quantities of Gunpowder 
are now remaining in tie hands and nollesſion cf divers Merchants. 
Shopktepers. and other perſons in this Kingdoms ce do hereby likewiſe 
Charge and Command all perſons of the Papiſh ?Jeligion, and all Mer. 
chants, Shopkeepers and Retailers whatſu:ver, as well Proteſtants 
as Papiſts, who habe any quantitie ef above one pound of Gunpowder 
in their poſſesſton, That within twenty dapes after the date of this 
P2oclamation,they do ſend unto dis 02 tothe Clerkof the Council, a true, 
exact and particular accompt ef tahat quantities of Gunporoder they 62 
any ofthein have in their ſeveral hands o2 poſſeaſions, oꝛ in the hands of 
any others to? their uſe 02 by their pꝛivity, and that they do alſo from 
time to time, in like manner, bihen any Sunpomder ſhall hereafter come 
to their hands, oꝛ be bought by them, ſend up likewiſe a particular ac⸗ 
compt thereof, and incaſe any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall neglect 02 refuſe 
to ſend up ſuth an a? tompt as is hereby required of alt ſuch Gunpowder, 
as already is 02 ßereafter ſhall tome to their hands, Ce ſhall cake a 
molt ſtrict and ſevere courſe foꝛ the lei zeing. and ſecuring, all ſuch Gun: 
powder as ſhall be ſo concealed from Us ; And Uſe do hereby further de- 
clare,that Cle ſhall look upon all ſuch perſons who ſhall neglect o2 refuſe 
to confozm themſelves to this Pꝛotlamation, and to pield Obedience 
thercunto, oꝛ who contrary to the Leno? thereof, ſhall keep 62 tatry any 
Arms, 22 (ora any Gunpowder trom Us, voth as contemners or 
his Ma jeſties Royal Anthezity, and alſo as perſons deſigning the di⸗ 
ſturbante of the publick Peace rf t!4s Kingdom.
